Sales of the prefeired stock of the 
warehousing corporations of the 
Burley Tobacco Growers' Co-bpera- 
tlTe Aasoetotlon for the central 
warehousing district, in the hands 
of the Security Trust Company, at 
Lexington, are progressing nicely. 
Charles N. Manning, president of 
the Trust Company, said, but grow- 
ers will have opportunity to aub- 
scrlbe for the issue up to and in- 
cluding Jtine' 15.

Omnha, Neb. — A dream of a park 
system reaching from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific along half a dozen or more 
of the great travel Mghways was out- 
lined in Omaha by Stephen T. Mather 
of Chicago, director of the government 
nalionul park system. Mr. Mather 
emphasized that while these park lines 
are not sponsored by the government 
and are purely stata projects, they 
have the approval of the~ national sys- 
tem In every way. 

"It is a gigantic undertaking," says 
Mr. Mather. ^ 

Mr. Mather Is now In the West get- 
ting the great national parks, Yellow- 
stone. Yosemite, Rocky Mountain, ZIon 
and the other playgrounds, readf for 
the coming rfgh t e eete g season. 

"Many of the states are working on 
these park lines now," says Mr. 
Mather, "and we hope to hava odiars 
interested very quickly.** 

Will Follow Rail Routes. 

"West of the Mississippi these park 
lines, as outlined by Mr. Mather, will 
follow closely the big transcontinental 
railroad linaa. One system of parks 
will follow the Sonfhem Pacific road 
from New Orleans across Texas, New 
Mexico and Arizona to California. A 
second line will follow the Missouri 
Pacific and Santa Fe from St. Louis 
through Kansas CSty and on to the 
Padflc thraugh Kanaaa and the states 
west. A third Une oi parks will fbl- 
low the Union Pacific from Omaha 
across Nebraska, WjDmlng, btah and 
Nevada to San Francisco, with 
brancbaa at Ogdoi to Jam Angeles and 
Poland. 8tm aaalhar park system 
will extend fr^m Pwtt and Minne- 
apolis but to Seattle. 

East of the Mlssfsslppi these lines of 
parks wiU foUow trade fontas Across 
New Yorii, northaia Ohio and Indiana 
to Chicago; across Pennsylvania, cen- 
tral Ohio and Indiana to Chicago and 
St. _ Louis ; across Maryland, West 
Virginia, southern Olilo and Indiana to 
St Louia and down the Atlantic const 
and aroxmd to New Orleans. 

*The national government has noth- 
ing officially to do with these park 
lines," Mr. Mather states, ^'but we are 
a^iafttig all along the Una. These 
parlu wtU be under the control of the 
different states. They will be small 
compared with the vast government 
playgrounds.. Some of them will con- 
tain but a few acres. Here fhey Alii 
take in a jtOt of rough land with an 
especially flna ^larw; there the park 
may border on a small lake, again Ii 
may be on the banks of a stream, It 
may commemorate some act of state- 
wide importance; It ipay be located 
around a landmark, etc. All these 
small parks will work right in^ with 
the national system'. 

**The day of the park and of the 
great outdoors has^come in America. 
Tha people art getting ready to play 
agataL W n^ aiKparting the largest 
crowds at the national parks this 
coming season that have 
for a number of years. 

**F<jfflve or six years the American 
paopla have done very little playing. 
There was the war and there was the 
expense of travel. But the war la over 
and traveling expenses have been ma- 
terially reduced. 

"Btaamahip lines to Borope are ad- 
verHabqr a apadfle amount aa the ex- 
pense of a trip abroad,' everything in- 
cluded. To offset this the government 
park service has figured the necessary 
cost. Including railroad fare, Pullman 
and dining car extras uid the expense 
in the parks themselves. While our 
service has nothing to do with ex- 
penses outsld* the park. It has every- 
thing to do with those within the park 
boundaries, and we have forced the 
total cost down to a minipiam. 
May Use Different Roada. 

**The government service has ar- 
ranged with the railroads which reach 
tbaaa parka to take passengers in at 
one entraaea and permit them to leave 
the parks at ciBllifly different gate- 
ways and use a different railroad 
thenceforth, if they wish to do so. 

"From inquiries the park service Is 
receiving now, we believe the word 
^pleasure' la comlnf back Into the 
vocabuTarly of the ordinary peoplOb 
and this year these great western 
parks will entertain their largest 
crowds for many years — if not In their

GAS TIP CAME AS ACCIDENT 



While practically all inventions 
having to do with the rendition of 
the essential public utility services 
have romatic histories, none is more 
interesting than that of the gas tip, 
SXi common in homes and factories 
where there is gas illumination. 

Thomas Murdock, a Scotchman, 
who is generally referred to as "the 
father of the gas industry" desired 
to stop the flow of gas which was 
burning from an open tube ^urin^ 
one of his espartanehts, more thM a 
100 years ago. To accomplish this 
he clapped a thimble over the flame.

Stockholm,— refuge of leat and 
phyiiieal rehabiUtatlon where the hu- 
man wrecks of Qerman war prisoners 
from Russia and Siberia may be treat- 
ed and salvaged is l>eing purchased 
by Miss fflsa Brandstrom, -known 
throughout oeatral Bvope and BusU 
as "the angel ef atbefla.** 

Mlas Brandefrom^ts negotiating for 
a village in southern Germany -which 
she proposes to turn into a human 
reclamation camp for the derelicts 
that once mardied proudly under Hin- 
denburg and Other rtitntMde hittUary 
leaders against the Russians and ipn« 
captiuied and sent to Siberian concen- 
tration camps. 

They remained in Siberia till long 
after the ^world war was over, and 
there are 8tni thousands of them left, 
free" to return home if they CQUld. 

But they have neither the means nor 
the physical strength to do so. 

Miss Brandstrom- is a young Swed- 
ish Red Crosa ntu*8e, the daughter of 
the l^te Gen. Bdward Braadetirom. for 
many years Swedish minister to Rus- 
sia under ttie czar's regime. Leaving 
her comfortable home in Stockholm 
and the aristocratic social set in 
which she had been brought up, she. 
led a small Red GtoM expedition hito 
western Slberta and has anceeeded 
In repatriating thousands of German 
and Austrian war prisoners. 

But she found that when the former 
soldiers reached their homes they 
were unabffi to aeeouM tiielp former 
places in society. They were wrecks. 

So she has collected a considerable 
fund and hopes to purchase a village 
and have It ready for occupancy this 
autumn. 

- As to the war prisonera still wan- 
dering about Russia mid Siberia, 

many of them never will be found, 
and none of them will ever be ablo 
to get back without outside aid. Miss

Finance Minister Urges Patience and
